sum necessary produce $25,000,000 five per cent in- 
terest, you will find that $500,000,000. That what 
the poor religious who glory their poverty, are giving 
Catholic education this country. say Catholic 
education. Let rather say the proper education 
our citizens this country; for need have our young 
folks’ wills trained well their minds are 
have good citizens, and that what our religious are 
doing. That why they are deeply interested 
give their lives the work.” 

must, course, avoid blatant self-complacency. 
But still there are times when right and salutary that 
our non-Catholic neighbors—who probably have found 
copies The Menace flung the windows their 
outhouses—should made see some the benefits 
which the Catholic Church bestowing the country. 
particular, well that they should get facts and 
figures—hard facts and figures that don’t lie—about the 
much maligned and more misunderstood Catholic school. 
Truly, shall far ere find more doughty de- 
fender than Dr. Walsh. 


Need the Books.—More and more, seemingly, 
depend the printed page. time was, which would 
take Goldsmith fittingly sing about another “De- 
serted Village,” when university professors gave lectures 
sweet and learned the wide-eyed admiration their 
classs. Nowadays they give bibliographies; for books 
have become the indispensable tools teachers and stu- 
dents alike. This applies likewise our parochial schools, 
where the school library holds honored place and 
where supplimentary reading goes hand hand with 
more formal work. 

view all this there point the following verses 
which are appended the annual report the Gary 
Public Library:

VACCINATION AND THE SCHOOLS. 
Rev. Thomas McMillan, York City. 

some places throughout the United States per- 
sistent attempt has been made spread abroad unreli- 
able statistics concerning the value vaccination. 
meet such objections the following extracts are taken from 
summary prepared John Cronin, D., well known 
for his devoted work among the school children recently 
examined the Health Board New York City. 

The credit giving vaccination the world belongs 
Dr. Jenner England, who 1796 proved carefully 
planned experiments, that cow-pox protects against small- 
pox. Dr. Benjamin Waterhouse Harvard, 1800, 
performed the first successful vaccination 
Thomas Jefferson helped materially spread the new 
doctrine this country. 

Vaccination means the transference the virus from 
the skin eruption animal having vaccinia, cow- 
pox, into the skin another animal. 

Virus means the matter containing the living germs 
the diseases. Only Bovine virus used this coun- 
try, although some countries, such Mexico, continue 
use human arm arm inoculation. 

Protection afforded from the eighth the eleventh 
day after successful vaccination. The period immunity 
variable. The Department Health fixes four years 
the period positive immunity, and seven years less 
positive immunity. These periods are ascertained from 
the history cases. 


The Value Vaccination. 

There has never been recorded second attack 
person within the four year period after attack 
small-pox successful vaccination. Between the four 
and seven year period after successful vaccination, there 
have been some doubtful cases. After the seven year 
period, however, second attack may occur per- 
son who has had small-pox case small-pox may 
develop case successfully vaccinated. 

Revaccinations are not successful performed within 
period four years previous real successful vaccina- 
tion. There are, however, abortive “takes” cases 
vaccinated between four and seven years; better “takes” 
are had after the seven year period. Persons successfully 
vaccinated twice are protected for lifetime. 

Here that the New York City schools show such 
immunity against the disease, the children are vaccin- 
ated sometime the first five years their life, and then 
once during their school life. 

analysis about 6,000 cases small-pox the 
Boroughs Manhattan and The Bronx shows the re- 
markable fact that out 6,000 cases from the years 
1890 1906, there were only four cases occurring na- 
tives New York. Twelve cases occurred school 
children the ages and years, neither whom 
had been vaccinated from infancy. The two other cases 
occurred infants two months old three months 
old, who never had been vacciated. 

Decisions the various courts the United States 
have held compulsory vaccination legal. 


Prevalence Small-pox. 

Small-pox was formerly more prevalent than measles, 
and much more fatal; where does not kill, regularly 
disfigures for life. 

The distinguished mathematician, Bernouille, estimated 
that the 18th Century, 15,000,000 people died small- 
pox years. has been estimated that 60,000,000 died 
small-pox during the entire 18th Century. Haggarth 
gives account small-pox epidemic Chester, 
England, with population the termination 
the epidemic, there were but 1,060 persons per cent 
who had never had small-pox. 


1754, French physician, Condamie, said that 
every tenth death was due small-pox, and that one- 
fourth mankind was either killed it, crippled 
disfigured for life. 1782, Sarcone estimated that per 
cent the population Italy had had small-pox. 

Small-pox was introduced into the Western Hemisphere 
the Spaniards about 1507. Chapman states that with- 
short period, Mexico, 3,500,000 persons died from 
small-pox. 1841, Catin states that 6,000,000 out 12,- 
000 American Indians were victims this disease. 
Iceland, 18,000 out 50,000 population died from small- 
pox the year 1707. The population Boston 
1752 was 15,684. this number, 5,998 had small-pox 
previously. During the epidemic that year, 5,545 per- 
sons came down with the disease the usual way, and 
2,124 took inoculation. 1,843 persons fled from the 
town escape the disease. There were therefore left 
the city but 174 persons who had never had small-pox. 

The experience the past 100 years offers convincing 
proof the pronounced difference the morbidity and 
mortality rate from small-pox, among the vaccinated and 
the unvaccinated. 

Schamberg shows that the death rate from five 
sixteen times greater among the unvaccinated, than those 
vaccinated. 

Vaccinations Catholic Schools. 

Dr. John Finley, State Commissioner Education, 
has lately sent forth from his office Albany order 
that child shall admitted any school New York 
State without certificate vaccination. This notification 
was intended chiefly for the public schools. But ac- 
count some doubt the matter, Attorney General 
Carmody has rendered decision which shows 
that school can claim exemption from compulsory vac- 
cination, owing the danger contagion. The pur- 
pose the law being plain, all citizens will submit 
its general application, and will not seek evasion 
endanger the public health the community. What- 
ever objections have been raised, can traced theorists 
who are striving destroy public confidence the ap- 
proved teaching the most competent physicians, which 
prescribes that all school protection against the ravages 
the deadly small pox. 

this time necessary affirm clearly the friend- 
relations existing between the Board Health and the 
Catholic parish schools New York City. These schools 
are under the guidance the parish priests, acting 
local directors co-operation with parents. They 
welfare Catholic School Board, appointed 
Cardinal Farley, and Bishop McDonnell Brooklyn. 
After many years experience member this 
Board, the present writer can testify that every regula- 
tion for the sanitary welfare the children has been 
rigorously upheld. The physicians and nurses sent 
the Board Health are cordially welcomed all Ca- 
tholic Schools. 

inquiry regard recent communications printed 
and paid for the advertising columns several papers 
has revealed the fact that Mr. Charles Higgins( who 
personally very estimable gentleman and large manu- 
facturer Brooklyn) treasurer the Anti-Vaccination 
Society America, makes bold appear the champion 
the private and parish schools, assuming that they can 
assistance his opposition compulsory vaccina- 
tion. ventures stigmatize “an evil law” that 
which approved safe and sane the medical profes- 
sion. Under the circumstances, must take the blame 
putting himself false position before the public. 

Relations with the Department Health. 

order get definite statement concerning the 

harmonious relations between the parish schools and the 
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Deparement Health under its present efficient head, 
Commissioner Goldwater, the undersigned consulted Dr. 
John Cronin, Acting Director the Bureau Child 
Hygiene. From his detailed report, the following state- 
ment condensed: 

When Commissioner Goldwater the Department 
Health deemed advisable vaccinate the children 
the parish schools, his first move was interview per- 
sonally the President the Catholic School Board, The 
Rt. Rev. Monsignor Joseph Mooney, 

This the first time the history the Department 
Health that Commissioner has extended the authori- 
ties the Catholic schools such consideration. The re- 
sult the interview was the decision place the ad- 
justment the work the hands the Superintendents 
the Catholic School Boards, who conjunction with 
representative the Bureau Child Hygiene, would 
work out plan. 

The plan adopted was that the Department Health 
would prepare circular letter revised Rev. 
Joseph Smith, the Superintendent the Catholic School 
Board Manhattan, addressed each Pastor and Prin- 
cipal, and sent out the Department. The same plan 
was approved the Rev. Joseph McKenna, Su- 
perintendent the Catholic School Board 

Little Objection Vaccination Catholic Schools. 

The important point is, that not only was child “not 
compelled” vaccinated, but that the order the De- 
partment the Medical Inspectors were that child 
must not vaccinated unless presents consent card 
properly signed parent guardian, allowing the 
child vaccinated.” 

The good sense any community very depend- 
able quantity. Evidence the good sense the par- 
ents the Catholic school children shown the fact 
that only about ten per cent the pupils refused vac- 
cination. 

The Commissioner Health, acting estimate 
submitted, requested the sum $6,400, provide medi- 
cal inspectors and nurses vaccinate approximately 
125,000 parish school children, during the month May, 
1914. When the request was presented Mayor Mitchel, 
His Honor immediately allowed Dr. Goldwater $7,000 
carry the work. 

There was not one case illness, nor serious case 
sore arm all the 68,000 cases vaccinated the special 
corps during the month May. 

The facts and figures given above should convince any 
fair mind that the Catholic Schools have acted loyal 
co-operation with the Board Health, and have totally 
rejected the opinions the Anti-Vaccination Society. 


DEATH MONSIGNOR BENSON. 


The Very Rev. Monsignor Robert 
Hugh Benson, A., Privy Chamber- 
lain the Pope, died London 
October 19. particulars the 
cause his death are yet given. 

Msgr. Benson was born 1871, 
Wellington College, the fourth son 
Benson, Protestant Arch- 
bishop Canterbury; was educated 
(M. A.). After his ordination 
the Anglican ministry served 

1898 the Order the Resurrection. 
was received into the Church the 
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Msgr. Benson. 
Dominicans 1903, and ordained Rome the following 


year. was created Privy Chamberlain Pope Pius 
three years ago. 

remarkable and many sided man was Msgr. Benson, 
who his brilliant personality and his sprightly writ- 
ings, made Catholicity fashionable England had 
not been since the days the flamboyant Msgr. Capel. 
Besides his daily round parochial duties, preaching 
places far afield Rome, Paris, Chicago, New York 
and Boston, giving retreats, opening bazaars, etc., was 
the author over twenty-five books, all published since 
1903. his latest literary offering, has just 
been published London. His contributions maga- 
zines and reviews would fill several more volumes, were 
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they published. his sudden death, Msgr. Benson paid 
the price his strenuous work for God and his Church. 
His brothers, Arthur Christopher and Benson, 
are also well known the world letters. 
May rest peace.

human blood already shed; that they initiate councils 
peace and reconcile themselves. 


“For thus they truly deserve well God and their 
own peoples and will benefactors the civil consort 
the nations. And for who this the very beginning 
our apostolic office see grave troubles the terrible 
disorganization all things, let them know that they 
will doing thing most pleasing and one which 
from all our heart desire.

DELINQUENCY AND ITS REMEDIES— 
PROBLEM THAT TOUCHES THE SCHOOLS. 


Rev. Brother Henry, Director the New York Catho- 
lic Protectory. 


There are least two different views what 
mean when call child delinquent. 

FIRST POINT.—A certain class, interested child 
welfare, will tell you that delinquent child one who 
has committed some serious fault petty crime, and 
that deserving retributive punishment. Others 
tell that the deliquent child one more sinned against 
than sinning, and who reason his environment gets 
into trouble, and that deserving commiseration 
and protection against the evils that surround him. Surely, 
(for one) agree with this last view, and consider the 
so-called delinquent rather victim than petty 
incipient criminal. 

say victim—first, the neglect the parental 
control and home influences, and second, the conditions 
society the present day. Take the average lad 
twelve thirteen years stands before the judge 
the Children’s Court charged with some the follies 
youth with some more serious breach law. Has 
that boy had proper care from mother and father? “Has 
been made realize that one free from restraint, 
and that one can chooses unless chooses 
right? that child been corrected the father 
common sense way and made appreciate the fact 
that every violation duty entails its corresponding 
penalty? 

not making plea for parental severity with the 
child, nor for the use the strap rod for trivial chil- 
dish shortcomings; but most positively against the 
negligent way which too many 
fathers look after the conduct their young children. 
How often the training the child left entirely the 
hands the mother, who apt indulge the whims and 
fancies, the likes and dislikes the little ones, especially 
the growing lad ten twelve years. And then the 
youngster takes the “bit his own mouth,” and begins 
pretty much chooses, because not afraid 
the over-indulgent mother, and she afraid tell the 
father the peccadilloes her hopeful youngster be- 
cause the paternal wrath waxes strong, and unmerciful 
beating have been the result. see that between the 
two, the neglect sverity the father and indul- 
the mother, too often the young lad has his own 
way and does about wishes do. 

Some few years ago, boy twelve years was brought 
before Chicago judge for truancy. His honor the judge 
had the father appear court, and after making the cus- 
tomary inquiries, sentenced the father thirty days 
jail “to learn how make his boy obey.” Statisticians 
versed juvenile delinquency say that about per cent. 
the cases youthful offenders can traced directly 
negligence the home. The other per cent. the 
child himself. this true, and believe is, then 
where should try apply our remedies for reform? 
with the child with the family, the home? The 
stream will not run higher than its source—the child 
usually will are the conditions the home circle. 

The problem, then, practically resolves itself into this, 
make the home, the father, the mother, what they 
ought be. know that will anticipated this 
matter, and may asked, “Well, what are when 
there father, mother?” and therefore ask for 
your patience little till get that phase the 
subject. convinced that the majority the parents 
juvenile delinquents are state self-satisfied ig- 
norance their obligations the matter caring for 
and training their children, and result would mod- 
estly suggest that the Church attack this condition with 
the vim and vigor which has ever characterized this re- 
doubtable champion all true reform. 

nature. The pastors the Church are too well versed 
therein need any instruction from us; and can dis- 
miss this point merely insisting upon its necessity and 
urging all interested bring home the parents 


uncertain tone advice and warning, the grave respon- 
sibilities resting upon them, and the awful calamities re- 
sulting their children neglect their part 
train them word and example law abiding young 
Catholic citizens. 

not the experience all here today, that from 
good Catholic homes have very few recruits our 
correctional institutions; that the vast majority our 
delinquents come from homes that are such more name 
than reality, where either father mother both 
neglect the most essential duties caring for and train- 
ing their children? The moral all, then, too evi- 
dent, entirely too obvious need more than the state- 
ment reiterated, “Make the home what ought be, and 
the child will generally what ought be.” And let 
further, and emphatically urge that where religious 
motives and influences fail awaken the parents 
realization this most urgent obligation properly 
guard and train their children, that the strong arm the 
law take hold and reinforce the Church her efforts 
this direction. 

not safe say that the parents were held 
account before the courts for misdemeanors their chil- 
dren, and were either fined otherwise made realize 
their own neglect the matter, would soon see 
much desired diminution the petty offenses our young 
generation? Does really seem reasonable blame 
boy for having contracted contagious disease his own 
family through the neglect mother father take 
the necessary precautionary measures? just rea- 
sonable blame him for moral obliquity lack 
uprightconduct that results from the same parental 
neglect, even sometimes from their direct bad example. 
such case (there are many), place the parent pro- 
bation—for the surest way help the poor child. 

SECOND POINT.—The number juvenile delinquents 
daily augmented from the ranks the truants from 
school. The causes truancy are numerous and varied; 
but matter what may the cause, one thing cer- 
tain, and that is, the truant will not take very long be- 
fore comes conflict with the law and brought 
before the juvenile courts. And here again, not the 
parent largely blame? Are not weekly reports sent 
regulary the home our Catholic schools? Are not 
absentee cards faithfully mailed every day the child 
absent from class? 

Then how comes that there are any truants all? 
How that, even with the aid the truant officers, 
still find impossible keep certain children from 
truancy? find that generally from families that 
neglect their children that have the most troublesome 
cases boys who play truant. Such lads usually have 
their own way about the home, and when they take 
into their little heads they will roam the streets instead 
attending school. 


Misue the Parole. 

And worse than all else, many them become em- 
boldened their dangerous practices the leniency 
the parole system, which the judges the juvenile 
courts seek reclaim them. 

Surely not seeking condemn their good inten- 
tions—far from it; but does not our experience show that 


frequently paroling the same offender tends make him 


sin with impunity along these lines? paroled twen- 
ty-three times succession just little too often, 
though has been done. does not one truant 
class make another truant, and these two turn exert 
powerful influence over the other pupils who may weak 
this matter? 

this parole system were adequate, how comes that 
New York City some the District Superintendents 
the public schools are obliged devote one-third 
their entire time the problems and cases involved 
the truants. would earnestly advise that the New York 
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Compulsory Education Law rigidly enforced, and 
convinced that such procedure would thin the 
ranks our juvenile delinquents. 

Extract from the Law. 

Sec. 624. Duties Persons Parental Relation 
person parental relation child 
between and years age, proper physical and 
mental condition attend school, shall cause such child 
attend upon instruction this city, required 
section 621 this act, unless employment certificate 
shall have been duly issued such child under the pro- 
visions the Labor Law and regularly employed 
thereunder. violation this section shall misde- 
meanor, punishable for the first offense fine not ex- 
ceeding days’ imprisonment, and for each subse- 
quent offense fine not exceeding $50, imprison- 
ment not exceeding days such fine and imprison- 
ment. 

Attendance officers will arrest all truants, District Su- 
perintendents and the Children’s Courts have jurisdiction 
for the trial truants and their commitment Truant 
Schools and other institutions. This commitment will 
for two years. 

Special Class Truants 

There special class truants whom special at- 
tention should given, viz., those from fourteen six- 
teen years age, who get their working papers and who 
lose their job give after few weeks and not 
return school. They roam the streets during school 
hours and form the dreaded gangs. They 
usually have some old shed cellar which they con- 
gregate and hatch their plans. Too often they coax, 
bribe scare the schoolboy join them, and thus aug- 
ment the number truants. 

necessity for urging stringent measures with such 
condition things. Leniency with them interpreted 
mean weakness, and they develop their criminal 
tendencies with impunity, and thus the ranks our 
youthful delinquents are being replenished day day. 
Boys between the ages fourteen and sixteen should 
either school work, and all concerned the 
matter, truant officers, principals and parents, should work 
hand hand see that they are one the other. 

THIRD may asked, how far the school, 
the teachers, are blame the matter truancy. There 
may some causes for that can justly attributed 
the school and the teachers, for example: 

(a) Undue and useless severity matters discipline. 

(b) Excessive requirements, such too much too 
difficult home work, especially from those children whose 
homes afford facilities for such study. 

(c) the part principals the mat- 
ter dealing with cases truancy. 

But these causes not exist any great extent 
our Catholic schools, for may honestly and modestly 
asserted that earnest efforts are made attract the 
child the class and his studies. know, however, 
that there are some children whom attraction will keep 
possible have ungraded class every school. Into 
this class could put overgrown and backward lads who 
are unable follow the grades, and thus keep them 
off the streets. 

know that there are boys who, while not totally 
defective mentally, are nevertheless not capable doing 
the ordinary work the graded class. result, they 
are either kept back year after year till they are with 
boys several years younger than themselves, and they 
feel out place, they are promoted year after year, 
and are with boys far ahead them studies that 
they become discouraged. 

either these cases, they naturally seek avoid 
the humiliations they suffer, and easily fall victims the 
habit truancy. Now, the ungraded class, charge 
capable teacher, would considerably lessen the neces- 
sity for promoting boys who are deficient, and could 
readily give such children work better suited their 
varying limited intelligence. 

That this not mere speculation proved the fact 
that schools where least one ungraded class has 
been operation for some time, the list truants has 
become very much smaller than before its inauguration. 
Let not forget that the Compulsory School Law throws 
heavy burden upon some teachers, who are obliged 


keep boys class who neither want there nor are 
able follow the class lessons. 

The presence such overgrown and backward boys 
the graded class taxes the ingenuity the teacher its 
utmost limit, and frequently direct menace the 
smaller and younger boys the room, who too often are 
led the bigger ones into the habit truancy. 

Here again see the wisdom having ungraded 
class the school, into which such boys may put and 
where they may receive the attention and care necessary 
keep them school till they are age that will 


Bad Reading and Truancy. 

The newspapers and the trashy, sensational short stor- 
ies figure very largely factor the delinquency 
many our truants. The imagination the boys un- 
duly stimulated the contents many the newspaper 
reports, and the immature mind the youngsters too 
often given wrong impression what reads. Cen- 
sorship the boy’s reading matter would prove bless- 
ing him, and keep him from many false step that 
leads directly delinquency. And here may apropos 
say that every school should have its library good 
Catholic books, and each teacher should supervise the 
reading his pupils. 

The principal the school should see that his boys 
take none but good books from the public libraries— 
books that minimum requirement contain nothing 
against faith morals, either directly insinuation. 
know too well what kind reading matter with- 
easy reach our children, not alone reference the 
faith, but even more against their morals.. And will 
not for simply warn our little ones against such, 
but must supply their place the right kind books 
and magazines, for our boys and girls will read, and will 
influenced for good for evil what they read and 
assimilate. 


Ninety Per Cent the Truants Smoke Cigarettes. 

few weeks ago Magistrate Crane, the New York 
Police Court, stated that ninety-nine out every hundred 
boys ranging age from ten seventeen years that 
were brought before him charged with delinquency, vary- 
ing from simple misdemeanors burglary, had their 
fingers yellow with the discoloration that results from the 
use cigarettes. 

These tell-tale marks moral weakness the boy 
show equally well the process mental deterioration 
going on. And very fact, not our young delin- 
quent almost invariably slave the nicotine cigarette? 
From personal experience, can deduce that above 
per cent. the truants our schools are addicted 
this most pernicious habit. 

Boys who smoke are easily led into evil older ones— 
their will power weakened and their moral fibre great- 
impaired. They will steal order get the means 
satisfy their morbid cravings for the cigarette. Why 
permit our boys ruined junkmen others, 
who buy stolen goods from thieving children? They 
boys get few pennies from them for stolen lead pipe, 
brass, copper, rubber, etc., and these pennies then for 
the favorite cigarette tobaccor, the movies. Such 
dealers are the real offenders, and should dealt with 
accordance with the gravity their offense. 

And neither should leniency shown those who sell 
cigarettes the boys who are under the legal age this 
matter. Even though claimed that such dealers sell 
them with the understanding that they are for the grown- 
friend, even the father, older brothers the boy. 

hold our hands horror the man who know- 
ingly contributes the increase the cocaine opium 
habit among the young, and the law deals with such very 
little mercy, and rightly so. Then why should 
apathetic reference the selling cigarettes 
the inexperienced youngster?

NECESSARY EXPLANATIONS CATECHISM. 

The teacher catechism should explain the 
meaning words and expressions. There are many 
words, the mere sound which gives the child clue 
the meaning, Eucharist, Transsubstantiation, etc. Here 
again may leave the teacher the dictates his own 
judgment, telling him, the same time, estimate the 
intelligence the children the lowest prudent figure, 
and even distrust them much what they seem 
comprehend. natural for children deceive them- 
selves, both from ignorance the actual extent their 
knowledge, and also from unwillingness appear ig- 
norant what they imagine the teachers thinks they 
should know. Let this his rule: Explain the entire 
lesson with such clearness, that the children not only may 
understand it, but that they must understand it, and can- 
not remain ignorant what contains. 

Not content with this, should, has been said, ex- 
plain the particular doctrine treated the as, 
the doctrine the creation, the fall man, original sin, 
the Incarnation, the Redemption, the eternity rewards 
and punishments hereafter, etc. hsould especially 
careful explain whatever relates the everyday duties 


the Christian. The most important these are: Re- 
spect and obedience parents; avoiding the occasions 
sin; restraining the tongue, and the inclination anger; 
daily prayer; respect for the Church and for hol ythings; 
the Mass, and the obligation assisting devoutly 
Sundays and holy days; all that relates the sacraments 
Penance and the Holy Eucharist, and, word, what- 
ever known bear directly the conduct and duties 
the young, the particular circumstances which the 
children his class are placed. His duty not merely 
teach them know, but also fulfil, the obligations 
Children children the present, and give promise do- 
ing the future. Instructions this kind should not, 
however, given formality many lectures, but 
should made flow naturally out the explanations 
these subjects, when the children are engaged study- 
ing those parts the catechism that treat them. 

will longer appear strange the teacher that 
should have insisted strongly upon his studying the les- 
son before presenting himself the class; nor that 
should have requested him spend the entire time al- 
lotted the recitation with it. The necessity both 
will apparent him. 


LIVING EXAMPLE TEACHER IMPORTANT. 
Sister the Holy Child. 

Much has been said and written about “personal mag- 
netism,” and one denies that the living example 
the teacher has far greater influence than any words 
however potent. This seems true, especially the 
case the young child. With his awakening power 
observation and his feeble power expression, the child 
feels, instinctively, the touch the spiritual, and, even 
more, the supernatural, his superiors. His natural 
imitativeness proverbial. How unerringly, even while 
unconsciously, reproduces tone and gesture, expres- 
sion and idiosyncracy, parent and teacher! During the 
first six seven years, and, for some children, during the 
eighth and ninthe years, the solidity and strength habits 
formed depend, largely, the teacher’s example. 
the power and habit observation develop, children, es- 
pecially girls, become marvelously quick master the 
whole scene enacted before them. Their minds are like 
camera plates and register, with lightning-like rapidity, 
every line the picture. They understand, almost in- 
tuitively, motive and cause, and are quick detect 
moral blemish. some instances, these vivid impres- 
sions, with their influence for good ill, are indelible. 
How indispensable, therefore, that the teacher pos- 
sess every excellency heart and mind, least 
earnestly striving for the same! us, all means, 
have well-trained teachers, cultured, broad-minded, com- 
petent, but let them be, first and foremost, noble per- 
sonal character and lofty ambition. The words the 
Master, come that they may have life, and may 
have more abundantly,’ surely refer the supernatural 
life grace through which and which all good 
wrought. Catholic teacher may hope succeed 
the Christ-like work elementary teaching unless she 
live this life and practice Christian virtues. Foremost 
among these equanimity which only the constant re- 
membrance the Presence God can secure its full- 
ness, and, without which, great good can ac- 
complished. Respect for the children essential. The 
true teacher feels reverence, times amounting 
awe, coming into contact with the stainless opening 
mind the little child, calmly asking the meaning 
life, easily bruised, tender, frail. This reverence 
begets great fear scandalizing one these little 
ones. 

Justice (tempered with mercy), patience and tact are 
equally necessary.

Man must adapt himself the physical laws and con- 
ditions which govern the earth. order this 
must learn understand the laws and respect the con- 
ditions that may adjust the earth’s resources 
meet his needs. Therefore, the study the earth, 
which the home man, must consider the life and 
work mankind. thru this attempt adapt him- 
self the physical laws that man comes understand 
the laws. 

geographical teaching must hold this view- 
point. must select from the mass material 
have the text books, those things which bear most 
directly upon the economic and social life the peo- 
ples. must select minimum essential that the 
pupils should know and should make that perma- 
nent possession. Much depends holding the view- 
point. the teacher holds the viewpoint, the pupil 
will learn look for reasons. Much depends mak- 
ing the minimum essentials permanent possessions, 
this the foundation for future geographical knowl- 
edge. 

PLANS 

Holding mind the above, our plans for the study 
this continent are follows: 

Place the board, large heavy sheet 
paper, outline map the continent. Make 
large the board will permit. This outline map 
filled the study proceeds. 

Mark the longitude and latitude and estimate the dis- 
tance north and south, and east and west. Locate 
and print the outline map the Atlantic Ocean, the 
Arctic Ocean and the Caspian Sea, Black Sea, Adriatic 
Sea, Mediterranean Sea, Bay Biscay, North Sea and 
Baltic Sea.

Place the same map, the Pyrenees mountains, the 
Alps, the Carpathian, the Balkan, the Caucasus and 
the Ural mountains. careful study made the 
mountains. Outside reading given the pupils. 
Special reports are asked for, and pupils are directed 
find out all they can about the mountains. The class 
may divided sections and each section may make 
special report mountain. This one the most 
interesting studies the geography, you are able 
direct the pupils the right literature. Use geograph- 
ical readers, history stories and even the history text 
Europe will give much interesting Three 
four days may profitably spent the mountain 
study. the close the study, the pupils write 
description the mountains Europe. Some time 
taken each day, for week, reading these descrip- 
tions the mountains. This helps fix and hold the 
image. 

the same map, locate and name the following 
rivers: Volga, Don, Dnieper, Danube, Rhine, Vistula, 
Duna and Dwina. Pupils are asked find out all they 
can about these rivers, especially the Danube and the 
Rhine. few minutes are taken each day for drill 
work. This kept until the pupils have the name 
and location each mountain and river fixed. They 
must make these permanent possessions. Before leav- 
ing the rivers, pupils write composition the rivers 
Europe. Some comparison made with the moun- 
tains and rivers North America.

The pupils study this section sur- 
face and soil, noting the level well the hilly land 
They note the vast extent and the possibilities for 
farming land. They compare this great extent coun- 
try with that the Mississippi valley North 
America. 

While this outline map being filled the class 
the recitation time, the pupils are making the same map 
their seats. This seat map about inches 
and made part the seat preparation. This map 
and the compositions written are kept and bound to- 
gether. 

The second outline map, made the class, repre- 
sents the rainfall, prevailing winds and the crops raised 
the continent. Before beginning this map, may 
necessary review the causes which produce rain. 
This will only review the pupils have previously 
studied North America and have worked thru the same 
problem. Rapidly, they review moisture the air, 
saturation, when saturated air strikes cold current 
rain the result. Air thickest the surface and 
ascending becomes thinner and colder, etc. 

Pupils consult the wind chart and find the direction 
the prevailing wind. They see that the wind comes 
over the warm Atlantic Ocean and that carries much 
moisture and heat. They see that there are moun- 
tains obstruct this wind. passes, unobstructed, 
from the western coast the continent thru the Great 
Northern Lowland the Great Siberian Plain. The 
further this wind gets over the land the less the rain- 
fall, the conclusion the pupils. The pupils again 
look the latitude and the height land help 
determine the rainfall. They readily come the con- 
clusion that the western part Europe has abundance 
rain and that the rainfall moderate Russia. 

From the prevailing winds and the direction the 
mountains, the pupils work out the reasons for the dry, 
sunny climate south the mountains. account 
the direction the mountains, the pupils readily see 
why they have but little cold weather south the 
mountains. The mountains have much with the 
climate, the rainfall and the people. try get the 
pupils see how the natural laws govern the activits 
man. 

After the pupils have indicated this the outline 
map the board and the small outline map their 
seats, they are ready determine what crops such 
climate will produce. this they must recall some 
the type study work the lower grades. not 
hard for them recall the conditions which produce 
wheat. When they this, they readily conclude that 
Russia great wheatfield because the dry, cool 
climate. They get work find out all they can 
about this vast wheatfield. The pupils must outside 
the text. The teacher ready direct the pupils 
books and magazines where they will find much 
about the subject. Committees are appointed inves- 
tigate and report certain assignments, not only for the 


Russia, but for Europe. 


The pupils indicate the wheatfields the outline 
maps and proceed find market for the wheat. 
this they must consult the commercial map and the 
ways commerce. They must investigate find out 
what part the crop consumed home and where 
the rest sent. They locate Odessa great center 
the wheat trade. From here can shipped 
other ports where needed. locating Odessa the 
pupils must give reasons for the location. Because the 
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book says so, not taken conclusive. Reasons must 
given. Why not rail across England? 

the same way the pupils work out the grazing sec- 
tions the continent, the sections that produce gen- 
eral crops are studied and noted the outline maps. 
each case, above, the pupils write composition 
each subject after has been worked out. Pupils 
review constantly what has been studied. 

Europe grows many grapes, careful study 
the vineyards made. place given for this 
the outline map and composition written each 
pupil the subject. 

the minerals country are important, care- 
ful study made European mining. special out- 
line map given this important industry. care- 
ful study the coalfields made. Some outside 
reading given the pupils. interesting and im- 
portant for the history the development the coal 
industry given the pupils. They enjoy reading 
and helps fix the location and value the in- 

dustry. Show the coalfields the outline map. 

The iron industry goes hand hand with the coal 
industry.

These maps and the compositions 
are made booklet and this booklet serves 
examination the pupil’s work. The pupil who does 
this work indicated above can not help but know 
something about the general geography Europe. 

The minimum essentials given above should 
thoroly learned. They should made permanent pos- 
sessions. order this much drill must given. 
The pupils must have clear image these facts. 
This lays good foundation for special study the 
continent. The teacher now able take the po- 
litical divisions and study them with 
standing.

That day pupils had in- 
dulgent teacher; for, while they struggled with their pot- 
hooks, was writing immortal works; and when they 
droned out the multiplication table, was counting 
the whole noble fortune pen was earn for 
the dim, delightful future. That afternoon sisters 
made pilgrimage behold this famous placard, and 
finding torn the wind, boldly stole and came 
home wave like triumphal banner the bosom 
the excited family. The tattered paper still exists, 


folded away with other relics those days, hard and 
yet sweet, when the first small victories were won 
and the enthusiasm youth lent romance life’s 
drudgery.” 


When the Civil War broke out Miss Alcott was 
thirty years age. Her sensitively sympathetic heart 
ached for the soldiers who needed the kind touch 
woman’s hand restore them health, or, hope for 
life was gone, make the last moments less full 
pain. She answered the call her heart and presented 
herself Washington nurse. Stories her 
experiences afterward appeared, entitled “Hospital 
Sketches.” 


Miss Alcott’s father about this time went pub- 
lisher with several short stories from his daughter’s 
pen, and asked that opinion might given them. 
The editor replied that was not anxfous publish 
book short stories, but suggested that Miss Alcott 
try write story for girls. Miss Alcott tried, and 
“Little Women” was the result. She had written the 
story their own family their Concord home. Fame 
had come last. Before Men” was published, 
fifty thousand copies were ordered. “Jo’s Boys,” “An 
Old Fashioned Girl,” “Eight Cousins,” “Rose Bloom,” 
“Under the Lilacs,” and “Jack and Jill” followed, and 
Miss Alcott’s dream making comfortable home for 
her father and mother was realized. She wrote: 
“Mother cosy money can it. She seems 
now, and long-cherished dream has come true; 
for she sits pleasant room, with work, care, 
poverty worry, but peace and comfort all about 
her, and children glad and able stand between trouble 
and Thank the Lord! like stop and remember 
mercies.” 

Miss Alcott died March 1888, the age fifty-five, 
three days after the death her father, who lived 
eighty-eight.

THE SCHOOL LUNCH 


The school lunch alike perplexing housewife and 
teacher. What foods are best for children, what com- 
binations are good, what will pack well, and how much 
pack, all must considered. Too frequently the 
teacher notices that the luncheons are entirely inade- 
quate. This may due merely the amount, but 
more frequently the facts that the foods are not 
suited child’s diet, that having been packed 
together close container, the foods have taken 
flavors others and have lost their appetizing quali- 
ties. Consequently the child does not eat the luncheon, 
may need it. During cold weather the mere 
fact that the luncheon cold makes less appetizing. 
many instances the habits eating are undesirable. 
The food hurriedly bolted down order that the 
child may get out play. Not only this injurious 
health, but habits courtesy are discouraged. 


Considering the best interests the child, would 
desirable have some food served the school 
building. this can warm lunch, much gained, 
for the meal starts off well with hot dish the rest 
the luncheon better relished and hence much 
better digested. not expected that the en- 
tire meal will served, but that one wholesome dish 
would prepared and the rest the luncheon brought 
from home. The dish should simple but nutritious. 
should not require elaborate preparation. should 
well cooked and attractively served. Such practice 


would provide splendid opportunity for instruction 
table etiquette, which every child should know. 
there are tables available around which children may 
gather, the individual desks may well take its place. 
will add the educational feature paper napkins may 
used for napkins and for tablecloth. They can 
purchased inexpensively large lots that the cost 
not prohibitive. 

Very little equipment necessary for this work. 
Each child should provide himself with cup. 
knife, fork and spoon. The general school equipment 
will depend upon the number served, but will 
much the same the general for Domestic 
Science work spoken last month’s issue. 

The materials from which the luncheon prepared 
may obtained various ways, depending upon the 
locality. Probably the easiest way have fund 
provided the district and the materials purchased 
from the most convenient source. Where this can not 
done, the cost foods should divided among 
those served. money not readily available, the 
various families might take turns supplying raw 
materials. This especially true rural districts. 
where food products are more available than ready 
cash. Farmers are usually generous with their products. 
course, the material supplied should proportion- 
ate the number children from the given family 
charge made for the food served. 

The planning the luncheons will, fall 
the teacher, but the actual work preparation should 
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done the older pupils. fact, many places 
might the Domestic Science work the school. 
Instruction concerning recipes and methods should 
given and preparing similar dishes over period 
time number pupils could get practice making 


the dish. Many the general preparations could 
made before session during intermission, order 
that the rest the pupils may not disturbed, altho 
doubtful after the novelty has worn off that such 
preparations would disturb any more than does the 
recitation various classes. Dishwashing, which 
apt irksome, might arranged having each 
child wash his own having various ones appointed 

There are innumerable dishes which might pre- 
pared without oven and one may have oven the 
list increased. Egg and milk dishes are especially 
good for child’s diet and should used frequently 
advisable. Some the dishes which lend them- 
selves well the school conditions are cream soups, 
cream potato, tomato, cabbage, celery, bean, split 
pea; stock soup, which has been added rice, maca- 
roni, noodles, barley, chopped vegetables. Then there 
are the more solid foods, creamed vegetables, pota- 
toes, carrots, turnip, cabbage, beet, kohlrabi, parsnips, 
peas, string beans, lima beans, corn; cereals served with 
cream with brown sugar and butter with fruit, 
dried fresh, depending the season. Eggs may 
soft cooked scrambled and used sandwiches 
they may combined with bacon hard cooked and 


combined with*cream sauce. meat dishes one may 
have hot beef sandwiches, Irish stew, creamed beef 
lamb, hash. Others are soft custards with fruit, 
macaroni and rice with cheese, sauce, tomato sauce. 
oven available, these same materials may 
combined into escalloped dishes and casserole. Then 
there may added baked vegetables and baked fruits, 
meat loaf, baked custard, baked beans, and large 
number made dishes. 

giving instruction concerning these dishes, some 
attention should given combinations foods, 
give balanced diet. Also suggestions should given 
concerning packing that part the luncheon which 
must carried the schoolhouse that may 
appetizing condition when served. 

Any reliable cookbook can used for obtaining 
recipes. However, some the texts especially pre- 
pared for school purposes give suggestion for experi- 
ments which may done class teach underlying 
principles and also give more complete discussions 
theory. They also are more suggestive for sequences 
lessons and for grade work suitable for younger 
pupils. These may obtained from book companies 
supplying other texts. 

both preparation and serving the luncheon, 
would seem that more nearly approach the ideal 
what can taught limited time with limited equip- 
ment than any other means. ought easy for 
the pupil connect the work done school with that 
done the home and educate the home well 
the pupils,

Operations the West 


The battle the Aisne, may continue called 
so, the greatest battle history duration, extent 
operations, ammunition expended, numbers engaged, 
and probably also numbers fallen.

The Siege Antwerp 


The Germans began the bombardment the outer 
ring forts encircling the temporary Belgian capital 
September 27, and the attack continued unabated until 
October 10, when Antwerp surrendered. The main at- 
tack came from the south and the fire was directed 
chiefly the forts Waelhem, and Wavre St. Cath- 
erine. These were soon reduced, the Belgians were 
forced retire the northern side the Nethe River; 
thru difficulties, seemingly unsurmountable, the Germans 
crossed the river, and reduced the forts that point. 

The Belgian capital was hastily removed Ostend, 
when the surrender Antwerp became apparent; but 
October 13, was decided farther transfer the 
Belgian seat government French soil, order 
that might have liberty action. 
the present seat the Belgian law making power. The 
Belgian state officials are there, but King Albert re- 
mains Belgium the head his army. 

After the capture Antwerp, the Belgians evacuated 
Ghent, and the Germans entered the city without pro- 
test. press the German army within 
few miles Ostend. The British consul has left Os- 
tend, leaving his affairs the hands the American 
consul. 

said that the German occupation Antwerp was 
one the most impressive scenes history. The first 
troops enter were bicyclists, followed brigade 
infantry and several field batteries. The latter passed 
the city sharp trot, unlimbered their guns, and 
opened fire with shrapnel the Belgian rear guard. 
company German infantry started across pontoon 
bridge the Scheldt, only find reaching the 
middle that had been blown the retreating 
gians. Two soldiers plunged into the river without 
instant’s hesitation, swam across the gap, clambered 
the other portion the bridge, and dashed forward 
Within two hours after reaching the 
water front the Germans had rebuilt the bridge and 
their troops were pouring across steady stream. 
Tho heavy farce entered Antwerp October the 
bulk the army did not enter until the following after- 
noon, when 60,000 men passed review before Gen. 
von Schultz, military governor Antwerp, and Admiral 
von Schroeder, who, surrounded glittering staff, 
sat their horses front the royal palace the Place 
Meir. 

they marched they sang, the canyon formed 
the high buildings along the Place Meir echoing 
their voices roaring out “Die Wacht Rhine,” and 
Mighty Fortress Our God.”

cuted recently NewYork State for murder, said that 
was brought his pitiable condition the unbridled li- 
cense afforded him his associations the street cor- 
ners. 

Young children are too many instances practically 
turned loose from parental control and driven out into 
the streets and alleys play. Here they come con- 
tact with older and, times, vicious boys, and are soon 
led into mischief, petty thieving, window-breaking, having 
fun with the street venders, and not infreqnently into 
picking pockets. Ninety per cent the offenders the 
Juvenile Courts are brought there because their mis- 
doings upon the streets, from what they have learned 
from streets associates. 

Now know that the children, especiaaly the boys, 
cannot kept all the time the few rooms tene- 
ment house under the eye the mother father. They 
must have play and exercise and fresh air, and the ques- 
tion solve is, how are they get these without having 
their morals endangered coming contact with un- 
desirable companions? 

least partial solution found for this difficult 
problem the public parks and playgrounds, under suffi- 
cient restrictions and proper safeguards. New York 
City there organization entitled the “Association 
Parks and Recreation Grounds,” supported member- 
ship fees and voluntary contributions, that during the 
summer 1913 had thirty-four centers for playgrounds 
for poor children. Each these recreation centers 
supervised competent instructors and persons inter- 
ested child-welfare, who leave large liberty each in- 
dividual child, while the same time carefully guarding 
him from the dangers that lurk abundantly the 
streets and alleys the city. 

1913 this one association alone cared for 250,000 
poor children these playgrounds, centers popula- 
tion from which normal modes play for little ones 
have long since ceased exist. sure, not 
contend that the playgrounds are panacea, cure-all for 
the evils caused delinquency; but still may per- 
mitted suggest that this question taken for dis- 
cussion, and feel justified saying that step the 
direction properly providing our little ones with safe, 
healthy recreations will tend greatly minimize juvenile 
misdemeanors. 


The Cure Delinquency. 


Though may seem paradoxical, will say that the 
most effective and practically the only method curing 
juvenile delinquency prevent it. has been per- 
tinently asked would insurance office in- 
sure our home while was being burned up. wise 
wait cure the disease that has eaten into the very 
vitals youth, until there little hope left recovery? 

useless make more laws the subject. There 
are enough, and spare, such, and not encouraging 
find that the cases juvenile delinquency not dimin- 
ish proportion the increased statutes devised 
legislate all misdemeanors out existence. The best 
laws left unenforced tend invite only contempt and 
ridicule the evil-minded wayward child. Therefore, 
while must advise moderation and prudence the 
execution all just laws, must careful this mat- 
ter, may increase the very evils strive pre- 
vent.

Many are not Mexicans birth; fact, very few 
those Vera Cruz are. Many are Germans, some 
Spanish, some French; but matter what they are, they 
are our brethren, whose property was seized, whose 
homes were broken up, who were driven away from their 
work without means livelihood, after having suffered 
all sorts hardships, being crowded into cattle cars, con- 
fined dungeons, “insulted, reviled, spit upon” like their 
Master. And, for the women among them, pure and 
innocent nuns—but there the story the brutalities will 
have stop, because too horrible tell. 


The cruelties perpetrated the Constitutionalists 
Mexico against inoffensive priests and the unspeakable 
outrages against nuns have been smothered little too 
long. desire for peace will never justify murder, rob- 
bery and wanton outrage. There such thing dis- 
honorable peace; and there such thing, too, 
peace which may more horrible than the worst hor- 
rors war. evident that that the sort peace 
are having. 

have purchased it, the present time, clos- 
ing our eyes the most shameful shameful deeds, be- 
side which all robberies, all burnings, all scourgings, all 
murders pale into insignificance. one would believe 
that men could blinded hatred, abased 
strife become veritable beasts, have the Con- 
stitutionalists—officers and soldiers. the blood 
Madero demanded vengeance, they said did, for 
God’s sake answer this: Did need rivers better 
blood than ever flowed his apostate veins, oceans 
tears, and sin enough glut the very gates hell? 

get rid one ruler, who was tried and convicted 
court before which never appeared, have paid 
awful price, but has been paid, usual, the inno- 
cent; paid bishops driven into exile, priests treated 
with cruelty which only human devils could invent, 
girl-children violently snatched from mothers. Think 
these mothers, poor, cowering women, covering their 
eyes that they might not see. Good God! they 
willingly have had their own hearts torn out save their 
innocent children the crowning infamy. 


Chicago there are fifteen Passionist Fathers who 
saw the murder confrere, and then his corpse placed 
for forty-eight hours their midst. This was one 
the mildest the stories have heard. The witnesses 
are Chicago today. There are twenty-six ladies 
the Sacred Heart one the convents Chicago, who, 
knowing what had happened other nuns, fled from 
their convent and escaped America time. When 
these nuns were asked they fled because they feared 
death, they answered: “We fled because feared what 
was worse than death.” Pity the others who did not flee 
time. 

Mexico hell-hole today. From Carranza and Villa 
down the last Inidan who fights the Constitution- 
alist ranks, there nothing but bestiality and lust for 
blood. Mexico has been transformed from land hope 
land grim and black despair. Mexico has sinned 
has paid horrible penalty; but can afford pay 
our share it? Fear mixing politics religion has 
purchased silence too long. myself, editor this 
magazine, have allowed such considerations influence 
me. did not want introduce even semblance 
politics into independent publication, embarrass 
any man doing what thought was his best, while 
now. even not blame the President. who has 
depend others for his information. isn’t the time 
blaming, but the time for action. Perhaps would 
have done better with men who should have shouted 
facts instead sitting down—prudent and silent oys- 
ters—and about effective.
